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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlembn, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Tenie 
Rural  District  during  the  year  1925.  This  Report  is  intended  to  be  a  survey  of  the  progiess 
made  in  health  service*  during  the  last  Five  years  ;  it  will  be  understood  however,  that  in 
such  a  scattered  district,  containing  only  One  village  (Bucknell)  and  that,  having  only  a 
population  of  from  300 — 400  persons,  no  great  strides  in  health  services  are  possible.  It 
may  be  said  however,  that,  housing  generally  is  quite  as  good  as  it  was  5  years  ago  and 
quite  up  to  the  average  of  rural  districts.

4.  There  were  no  specially  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity. 


5.  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals,  eto. 

(a)  General.  Bucknell,  Bedstone  and  the  parts  of  Stowe  &  Bettvvs  adjacent 
to  Knighton  and  Beguildy,  respectively  are  the  only  parts  of  the  District  in  which 
professional  nursing  is  available.  These  Nurses  are  provided  by  local  Associations 

(b)  No  special  provision  is  made  for  nursing  Infectious  cases, 

Midwives. — No  Midwives  are  subsidized  or  employed  as  such  by  the  public 
health  authority  ;  there  is  a  scarcity  of  Midwives. 

No  Maternity  and  Child-welfare  Centres  have  been  provided,  the  centre  at 
Knighton  is  used  to  a  very  small  extent  by  the  part  of  Stowe  adjacent  to 
Knighton  ;  the  district  is  so  scattered  as  to  make  the  provision  of  these  centres 
inadvisable. 

Tuberculosis.  —  All  cases  notified  are  seen  by  the  tuberculosis  physician 

Venereal  Diseases — These  are  practically  unknown,  but  should  they  crop  up 
arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council 

Hospitals  provided  by  the  Local  Authority 
The  only  one  is  the  Isolation  Hospital,  provided  by  the  Knighton  and  Teme  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  the  accomodation  is  very  primitive  and  insufficient  and  cases  of 
only  one  disease  can  be  taken  at  a  time.  This  hospital  is  also  available  for  Smallpox 

Un-married  mothers  and  homeless  and  Illegitimate  children  would  go  if  necess¬ 
ary  to  the  Institution  of  the  Knighton  Union. 

Ambulance  facilities. — A  Horse  ambulance  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
infectious  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

6.  Laboratory  Work. 

Provision  for  this  has  been  made  by  the  County  Council;  Diphtheria  anti¬ 
toxin  is  provided  by  the  Rural  District  Council 

7.  Sanitary  Administration. 

All  parts  of  the  district  are  visited  systematically  by  the  Inspector  and  myself 

There  are  no  places  were  food  is  prepared  for  the  public  use. 

There  is  only  one  Slaughter-house,  this  was  frequently  inspected  and  always 
found  in  good  order. 

The  District  is  so  scattered  that  it  does  not  admit  of  any  organised  system 
of  sewerage  or  scavenging.  Disinfection  is  always  carried  out  after  cases  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  were  only  Two  small  cowsheds  from  which  milk  is  sold,  these  were 
inspected  periodically  and  were  always  found  clean.  It  is  often  difficult  for  poor 
persons  to  obtain  a  sufficiency  of  milk  for  children  or  in  case  of  illness. 

8.  Public  Health  Staff. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  comprise  the  staff, 
both  are  part  time  Officers 

9.  Vaccination. 

This  has  practically  died  out,  owing  to  the  ease  with  which  certificates  of 
exemption  can  be  obtained.
